In view of the 
S^TTiation in the Bureau* s files developed as a result of a previous investiga- 
''tion for the Office of the Coordinator of Information in April, I9li2, it appears 
^the Bureau may be vulnerable in view of the return of the Loyalty Form marked, 
'"No disloyal data, FBI files," on Karch 12, 19iiB. . f^.^^ 

It vdll be noted th?t the investigation in 19U2/<?eVel^d information i- 
siiTiilar to the chai-^es made by Senator McCarthy indicaUijg ■■r ^ ^/ell as his 
pai-ents, had siened a Comiuuni-st Party petition. Reports in the Special Inquiry 1

April 3, i9li2, and a summary of this information was furnished to the State Depart-

In so far as the conrlition of our files is ccncerned, in the event they ! 

£re subpoenaed by the Tydings Comittee, it should be noted that the following j 
geiioral characteristics pertain in the loyalty files: ' 



1) The original copy of reports as received from the fieli have been, 
in alrr.ost every instance, edited and changed by the 2:.ireau to delete contro- 
versial material* It might be noted that, in this connactior^ many of these 
cases were handled in the early stages of the Loyalty Program, 

2) Original copies of the reports contain administrative and informant 
pages showing the identity of our confidential Informants and the .identity 

of cooperative private citizens who have cooperated v/ith the Bureau on a 
confidential basis* 

3) References are maie in the files to other Bureau file numbers and 
investigations* 

4) Sach file contains an adjuinistrative marking of "disloyal" or "vmfounded 
for statistical purposes within the Bureau. If tliese notations came to the 

attention of outsiiers, it ni-ht create tl:e erroneous luPression that the Bureau

is adjudicating these cases and eventually result in a controversy with the 
lioyalty Re view Boarfl. 

5) Jidraini strati ve memoranda containing various notations as to proper 
action which should be tal^!en on controversial issues by various Bureau 
officials* 

6) Inti^-Bureau comunications revealing use of confidential procedures 
and the identity of other Govemnent agencies providing us with infornati on. 

Tne characteristics noted above will also pertain generally in the case 
files of investigations conduct'ad undar the Voice of Airserica Program, as ire 11 as 
tliose v.iicre v.b have conducted other type applicant investigations. These 
charactari sties are, of course, in accordance rdth existing Bureau policy and 
procedure. Althougli the above list is not purported to be a conrplete list of the 
coiTtroversial types of material appoaidng in case files, it does present a general 
picture of tiie type of jnaterial contained therein which strongly evidences the 
ne':;d for us to strenuously resist any efforts on the part of the Tydings Comrdttee 
or any other Congressional Corm-iittee to obtain our files for either public or 
private hearings.

I^rticularly "tTith 
respect to loyalty investigations and investigations under the Vole© of America \ 
Ptogram, the Civil Service Commission arvi/or the State Department already are in ! 
possession of our investigative reports* 

For your inf orDBtion there is attached a list shotrLng a brief analysis ! 
on each of the 81 cases cited by Senator UbCarthy^ showizig the Bureau *s investiga- 
tive position and the employment status of each of the individuals involved so far 
as our files and the records of the State Department reflect* A separate list la ^ 
also attached showing an analysis of the Bureau's Investigative position on the 9 i 
Individuals nsntionsd by Senator IfcCarthy in his appearax^es before the lyings ) 
Committee whose names 1*3 re^ publicized In the press. As you wllV recall » these \ 
individuals were^ther CJ^nutfixier (and her hjjr^band, Stejhaij^runauer), Gustavo *^ 
yj)i«ian, Haldore/^nson, Ih{lijjWessup, Dorothyj^Ifenyon, Owen Jy^Tattimore, J*re3erick

As you testified, disclosuro of our files would seriously* hampar our 

entire operations and vrould Jeopaidise the id3ntity of our inforrants and our 
future effectiveness. Grave injustices wouii be done to many innocent people, 
T7e should certainly continue to resist any efforts on the part of the T'ydings 
Connitte© or amy other Congressional Cojntuittee to obtain our fiites for revieir.
